NO BIG CHANGES 


Meanwhile in London there is no con- 
frmation ot any big changes on the 
Leningrad tront, nor of the Cerman 
claim that they, have penetrated the 
Russian defences to within twenty mites 
of the city. . 

According to messages reaching 
Stockholm from the Ba correspon- 
dents of Swedish newspapers, the 
weather is delaying operations, though 
it is affirmed that. with one excéption, 
all communications with Leningrad and 
the rest of the Soviet Union have heen 
severed. The exception, it is said, 's 
the Neva-Ladoga route to the north, 
which ig claimed to be threatened by 
Finnish forces advancing between the 
great lakes of Ladoga and Onega. 

According to Lyons*Radio, the Ger- 
mans have cut the direct Moscow- 
Leningrad railway over a distance of 
nearly 120 miles. 

The Germans repeat their claim to 
have reached Krasny Selo, which 's 
well within the deeply fortified aréa of 
Leningrad. 

The latest communiqués do no more 
toan indicate continued fighting along 

whole eastern front. The Red 
Army High Command indicates as well 
that there is no pause in the high- 
powered offensive blows of the Red Air 
Force against German mechanised 
units, infantry, artillery and aircraft. 

A Moscow message last night, re- 
porting the Red Army counter-offen- 
sive, Lelisned to be on the central! 
front, says that the inhabitants of the 
villages, returning :n the wake of the 
advancing Russian .rmies, are now re- 
building bridges and working again 
in the fields with the front only a 
mile or two away. They ar. help- 
ing the Red Army men, too, in hunt- 
ing out scattered German troops, who 
have gone into hiding. 


GERMAN REPORT 


The Germans admit that “bitter 
fighting ” raged yesterday on the cen- 
tral front, and assert that in three 
separate battles 132 tanks—including a 
40 ton amphibian—and over 6,000 oe 
soners were taken. The scenes of 
these battles are not specified, but a ! 
Luftwaffe report declares that Ger- 
man "planes ‘‘co-operated in ground 
battles in the Briansk area,’’ some 150 
miles north-east of Gomel, on the 
route to Moscow. ‘There have been 
already indications that the Germans 
have tried to push towards Briansx in 
an attempt to cut off the spearhead of 
General Koniev’s Army, which is driv- 
ing a way through to Gomel and Bob- 
ruisk. 

The Russians are reported to have 
concentrated enormous masses of 
troops in the regions of Smolensk, 
Moscow and Kiev, “making mobile 
warfare impossible,"’ according to the 
Berlin correspondent of the Journal de 
Geneve. “It is thought that even in 
the Leningrad sector a decisive hattle 
will not occur for the next few days. 
It is admitted that Russia’s former 
capital, even if encircled, could hold 
out for a long time.” 

Red Star, the Soviet Army news- 
paper, says a vast new battle is being 
prepared between the German Army 
afd the armies of Marshal Timo- 
schenko and Marshal Budyenny in the 
Gomel region. The Germans, it says, 
hope to carry out three gigantic 
encircling operations—round Lenin- 
grad, the Smolensk-Moscow area and 
Kiev—‘‘if the Russians remain 
immobile.’’ 

The claim that German troops are 
continuing to advance along the 
Estonian coast was made by the 
German Official News Agency to-night. 
Coastal batteries and Soviet ‘naval 
units intervened, the Agency says,

SJR ARCHIBALD SINCLAIR, 
British Air Minister, in a 
speech in London yesterday, 
said: “ The spell of German

broken ”’

FERRY ’PLANE 
CRASH 


SEVEN BODIES 
RECOVERED 


Naval ratings, soldiers; airmen and 
police were yesterday searching a 
desolate hillside on the west coast of 
Britain for three victims of the Ferry 
‘plane crash, still missing. Seven 
bodies have been recovered so far, but 
the missing bodies are thought to be 
some considerable distance from the 
wreckage. Only five of the seven 
bodies so far recovered were identified, 
the other two being badly mutilated, 
when they were thrown a considerable 
distance following the crash. 

The crash apparently took place on 
Monday morning about 11.30, as it was 
at that time that a shepherd heard a 
loud noise. He took no action, how- 
ever, until Tuesday, when he saw what 
appeared to be white objects on the 
mountainside a mile away. Closer 
examination showed these to be frag- 
ments of aircraft, and the shepherd 
immediately signalled to a postman on 
the road. 

By this means the authorities were 
notified, but meantime a party of naval 
officers out grouse shooting came across 
the wreckage, and also got word 
through to the naval authorities. 

The hillside where the ‘plane crashed 
is about five miles from the nearest 
town, and three miles from the nearest 
habitation—a shepherd’s cottage. The

Mr. F. M. Summerfield presided, and

Mr. Summer- 
field said that he and other members 
of the Advisory Committee had had an 
interview with Mr. Andrews, repre- 
senting Mr. Hugo Flinn, and had 
done what they could to get the situa- 
tion cleared up 

Mr. 8. MacKenzie, Chairman of thé 
Turf Committee of the Coal Importers’ 
Association, said that for the past 
twelve months his association could 
vot get sufficient supplies of coal from 
Great Britain. Thev had learned last 
Christmas that the position was becom- 
ing more acute, and at. that time thev 


had endeavoured to buy supplies of 
turf, They succeeded to a certain 
extent. hut somewhere about the month 
of March they were told that they 
had hetter not purchase any further 
supplies, as controlled prices were 


coming into operation. A Govern- 
ment Order fixing the price at 45s. a 
ton was then made, and at the same 
time licensing came into operation. 
Licences had to he obtaimd from the 
Department of Supplics to bring up 
turf from the turf areas. Thev had 
not received any of these licences, nor 
were they permitted to purchase or 
bring up supplies of turf. 


ONE WEEK’S SUPPLY 


There were now no stocks of coal in 
Dublin. He would not say that there 
was more than one weck’s supply, and 
there was very little hope of getting any 
They had examined the turf 
tnation, and found that there was no 
great surplus of turt available for the 
city.

Mr. Summerfield said that it was 
desirable that the Turf Board should 
take the public into its confidence and 
allay a lot of wrld whisperings.

Mr. Seamus O'Farrell (Clontarf) 
suggested that the coal importers had 
prevented the people from laying in 
stocks of turf. and that thev would 
probably say they could not sell turf at 
a profit at £2 5s. a ton. He asked why 
the coal importers did not produce fuel. 

Mr. MacKenzie said that he had been 
quoted turf at 33s. 6d. a ton free on 
rail at Galway Station, with 14s. 11d.

RESEARCH 


TRINITY COLLEGE 
LABORATORY SUCCESS 


In the chemical laboratory of 
Trinity College, Dublim a young 
student is now working successfully 
on the preparation of M & 86935. This 
compound was originally pespared in 
America six months ago. and is now 
impossible to obtain in Ireland. 

M & B693 has many medical uses, 
principally in the treatment of 
gonorrhea and pneumonia. It is a 
sulphonamide thiazone derivative, of 
the same group as sulphonamide pyri- 
dine, which is used for similar pur- 
poses. The advantage of M & B695 
over other preparations is that its 
after-efiects are not disagreeable, 

It is taken usually in tabloid form, 
but can also be administered hypoder- 
mically. Some of the substances used 
in its preparation are difficult to 
obtain at the moment. One of these 
is toluene, the product which accom- 
panies benzine in coal-tar. Supplies 
of toluene are now being requisitioned 
for munitions work. as it is one of the 
ingredients of T.N.T.

Standley (retired), former Chief of 
Naval Operations; and Mr. William L. 
Batt, Deputy Director of the Office of 
Production Management (Production 
Division). 

The White House announced that 
about nine technicians would accom- 
pany the mission. 

No announcement has been made as 
to when they leave for Moscow.— 
(Reuter. ) 

The White House statement said :— 
“The mission will join with a 
similarly constituted British mission 
under the chairmanship of Lord Beaver- 
brook for a conference in Moscow with 
the Russian Government regarding the 
supplying to Russia by the “Jnited 
States and Great Britain of munitions, 
raw materials and other supplies needed 
by Russia for her ass against 
German aggression. 

“The holding of this conference was 
agreed upon between the United States 
President and the British Prime 
Minister during their recent meeting at 
sea.’’

U-BOAT WORK 
MORE DIFFICULT 


GERMAN OFFICER’S 
ADMISSIONS 


An admission of the difficulties of 
Germany’s much-advertised ‘ increased 
U-boat campaign’’ was made by 
Captain-Commander Kell in a broadcast 
over the German wireless last night, 
says Associated Press. 

e pointed out:—‘‘It cannot be 
denied that Britain has learned much 
during the war, and the pursuit of 
merchant ships and convoys had become 
more difficult.’’ 

Kell particularly emphasised the 
effectiveness of corvettes, small vessels 
with guns and many depth charges on 
board. 

“The British are also employing 
more aircraft to protect their convoys, 
of which the greater part are taking 
the longer way over the Northern 
route.” 

British aircraft and escorting vessels 
had succeeded in driving off German 
U-boats, Kell admitted, but with the 
greatest straining of nerves German 
U-boat crews were continuing the 


i pursuit of enemy convoys until attack 


was possible. Recently two British 
convoys—one sailing from and the other 
to Gibraltar—drove off German U-boats. 

After a pursuit lasting for several 
days. Kell concluded, ‘‘ the German 
U-boats came closer to the British ships 
and sank 184,000 tons.”’

TO SERVE 1,500 MEALS 
By AN “ [RISH TIMES '” SpPECIAL 
CoMMISSIONER, 

A NEW community kitchen, 

to cater for fifteen hundred 

ple a day, has n estab- 

fished in Dublin, and will be 

ready for work within a week 

or two—as soon as the last of 
the gas fittings arrive. 

The kitchen will be “run” by the 
St. John Ambulance Brigade, and 
directed by Mrs. Mabel Dease, Com- 
mandant of the Brigade’s Mobile 
Canteen. Mrs. Dease is making a 
return to the community kitchen field 
of endeavour, because, during the last 
war, she was in charge of many big 
industrial canteens. She has been 
fortunate in the establishment of the 
new kitchen—a public-spirited woman, 
Mrs. M. W. Kavanagh, has Ea the 
Brigade the use of a large basement 


kitchen (free of cost) at 46 Merrion 
square; the stabling at the back of the 
house will make an ideal service depart- 
ment, and can be fixed up easily (with 
the aid of a little money). An anony- 
mous donor has presented Mrs. Dease 
with enough money to furnish the 
kitchen with all its necessary equip- 
ment—the existing coal-fired range and 
coke-fired boiler being supplemented 
with gas ranges and boilers. 

When I visited the kitchen with Mrs. 
Dease yesterday I found it well 
equipped, and already stocked with a 
number of commodities. Only the gas- 
rings are lacking, and these are “in 
transit."’ With its present equipment 
it will be able to cater for 1,500 people 
a day (and possibly more). The space 
at the back of the building could be 
used for a field kitchen if the situation 
should become so serious as to warrant 
it. 


MOBILE CANTEEN 


The Mobile Canteen, which Mrs. 
Dease will continue to operate, was in 


use in Crumlin last winter, and .s 
expected to go on the road again 
shortly. Apart from feeding the 


hungry, it is maintained in a state of 
constant readiness ‘> go to the scene 
of any disaster. In view of the pos- 
sibility that the fuel shortage may 
become so serious that, in the poorer 
districts of the city, mothers may be 
unable to heat milk for their babies, it 
was suggested to Mrs, Dease that the 
Mobile Canteen could be used to bring 
the hot milk to the districts where it 
was needed, She promptly agreed that 
this could be done, and estimated that 
the canteen could heat and deliver 
100 gallons of milk on one journey. 
spending about half an hour or an 
hour at, various strategic points in the 
city area—The Coombe, Crumlin. 
Gloucester street and so on, The hof 
milk service from the canteen could 
be linked with the free milk scheme 
of the infant Aid Society, which at 
the present time distributes T7, 
pints of milk daily to mothers in r 
circumstances for the benefit of their 
infants. 


GROWING INTEREST

Service has been aroused very con- 
siderably during the past few weeks, 
and the Dublin City Manager (Mr. P.

THE FREE-FOOD 
VOUCHERS 


DISTRIBUTION TO-DAY 


To-day the first of the free-food 
vouchers will be distributed at the 
Employment Exchanges. Those in 
receipt of unemployment assistance will 
receive a voucher in respect of every 
dependant up to a maximum of six. 
The other classes of persons entitled to 
reat in the scheme—old-age and 
lind pensioners and blind pensioners’ 
dependants— will _ be 
vouchers to-morrow. 

The only people entitled to benefit 
and who will not get vouchers this 
week are the recipients of disablement 
benefit under the National Health In- 
surance Acts who are in necessitous cir- 
cumstances. These must make appli- 
cation on a form which is obtainable 
at the nearest Employment Exchange. 

The application forms, when re- 
turned, must be examined to see that 
the applicant really is in necessitous 
circumstances, and, since the number 
of forms will be very large and will 
come from all over the country, 16 
would not be possible to have them 
ready in time for the people to partici- 
pate to-morrow. However, the officials 
are working as fast as they can, and 
it is confidently expected that everv- 
thing will be ready in time to allow 
these persons to benefit next week. 

Yesterday at the meeting of the 
Dublin Board of Assistance it was 
decided to ask the Minister to permit 
payment in cash instead of by vouchers 
for goods. 

The Chairman (Alderman P. Doyle, 
T.D., Lord Mayor) said that he was 
sorry that the Minister already had 
taken the opposite view.

BERLIN 


|FIRES AND “ENORMOUS 


EXPLOSIONS” 


F OUR-ENGINED bombers of 

the Royal Air Force 
attacked Berlin on Tuesday 
night, and, according to Sir 
Archibald Sinclair, Minister for 
Air, they “ hit the city hard. 

Big nres and explosions were 
reported there and at Frankfurt. 

Among other places visited 
were nnheim, Ostend and 
Dunkirk oe 

The Air Ministry communiqué yester- 
day said :— 

‘ At Frankfurt a heavy attack was 
made on railway communications and 


industrial targets. : 

‘In Berlin, which was attacked by 
a smaller force, industrial buildings 
wer hit, and large fires wer left burn- 


ing. 
“Other towns in Western Germany 
— including Mannheim— were also 
attacked, us well as the ports of Ostend 
and Dunkirk. ae 
“ Nine of our aircraft are missing 
from these operations.’’ 
‘At tiraes last night (Tuesday) 
there were clouds all round the out- 
skirts of Berlin,” states the Air 
Ministry News Service, ‘‘ but over the 
city itself there were clearer patches. 
The ring of clouds was so close that 
a low moon cast shadows from them on 


the city. By skilful navigation four- 
engined Stirlings and  Halifaxes, 
weight-carying Manchesters, and a 


number of Hampdens were brought 
over a sea of cloud to the exposed 
capital. 

“ “The searchlights were trying to 
pick us up all the way,’ the navigator 
of a Halifax said. ‘ There seemed to 
be about 50 in one bunch alone. Shells 
burst close, some of them sending out 
clouds of smoke which, in the skylight, 
looked almost like barrage balloons. 
One bit of shell hit the bomber doors. 
Until we were within a few miles of 
Berlin we throught we were going to 
be disappointed, so thick were the 
clouds, but then we flew into a sudden 
clearing. We saw the River Spree, 
and so found our way right into the 
city. We dropped our bombs, saw 
them burst among industrial buildings, 
and left fires burning.’ 

“ The captain of a Stirling said: 
‘ With the moon up, it was very bright 
and clear above the clouds over 
Germany and the North Sea. There 
wasn't much ‘ flak’ on the way out, 
but we got some thrown up at us not 
long after we'd crossed the Dutch 
frontier. 


INGINE TROUBLE 

“Just after that we began having 
trouble with the inner port engine. Oil 
poured out of it, and you could gee it 
running over the cowling. We carried 
on like that until we got to Berlin, 
where we saw other bombers being 
engaged by the searchlights and guns. 
The guns were shooting up into the 
main cones of searchlights. The ground 
defences tried to get on to us once or 
twice, but they seemed to have too 
much else to attend to. We slipped in 
while the others were being engaged, 
and got very little opposition except 
when coming out. 

‘““*We ran right across the city, 
from south-west to north-east, and 
dropped our bombs. A fire sprang up 
almost immediately—and a very big 
fire, too—in the centre of the city. 
The rear gunner could see it for 15 
minutes afterwards. Somebody else 
must have bombed our fire, because we 
saw several more explosions in it. 
Then, after a time, we saw a great 
explosion, and another fire started. 

‘““* When we turned for home the 
inner port engine was still going, but 
I had it throttled right back. It was 
smoking badly, and in danger of catch- 
ing fire. Then, about a quarter of an 
hour before we crossed the Dutch 
coast, the oil pressure went right down, 
so we thought the best thing to ‘lo 
was to cut the engine out. e came 
the rest of the way home on three 
engines, all the way above cloud.’ 

“There were enormous explosions 
when some of the heaviest bombs 
dropped on Berlin, and a very large 
fire was seen near one of the main 
railway stations. 

“While our bombers were over 
Berlin a heavy attack was developing 
on Frankfurt. Here, also, there were 
convenient gaps in the cloud, and 
flares and the moonlight overcame the 
thickening ground haze which spread 
out from the River Main. both 
banks of the river large fires sprang 
up, and steadily grew as our aircraft 
bombed into them.”’

CALLED FOR 


A meeting of the Special Committee 
of the Belfast Corporation, known as 
the “ Big Six,” to investigate the re- 
port of the Whiteabbey Sanatorium 
and cover administration, was held 
yesterday.

DUNDALK MILK 


66 WAR ” 


COLLAPSE OF STATE 
PROSECUTIONS 


There was an unexpected collapse in 
Dundalk yesterday of the case in 
which almost forty summonses were 
issued by the Minister for Agricul- 
ture against dairymen and milk 
vendors in Dundalk district. Sixteen 
vendors were prosecuted for seflin 
milk at a price in excess pf those fix 
by the Retail Prices Order of 1941. The 
Courthouse was packed with dairymen, 
their workers and by housewives who 
had been summoned as witnesses. 

When the cases were called. Mr. J. 
B. Hamill. State Solicitor, said that the 
summonses were issued in a hurry, and 
when they had been issued he was 
unaware that, under a recent Order 
transferring certain powers, they should 
have been brought in the name of the 
Minister for She Only that 
morning he had intimation that 
counsel who weal a be prosecuting in 
the cases later on suggested that the 
summonses should be withdrawn. Mr. 
Hamill suggested that the summonses 
be stru¢k out: that they should be re- 
issued, and if necessary, the time of 
service abridged. The Department con- 
sidered tne inatter one of great import- 
ance. and were anxious that the cases 
should be taken at the earliest possible 
moment. He apologised to Mr. Kealy, 
solicitor for fourteen of the defendants. 
for inability to let. him know the posi- 
tion earlier. 

Mr. J. L. Kealy. solicitor, applied 
for costs, and said when a Minister 
came into Court he was liable to the 
same responsibilities as anybody else. 
He had been informed by the State 
Solicitor on Monday that the cases were 
going on. and the milk vendors had 
orty witnesses in Court, many of whom 
had lost a day from the harvest. He 
was not relying altogether on the point 
that the wrong complainant had 
brought the summonses, and if he had 
thought it even necessary to issue a 
plenary summons in -espect of this 
Order he would have done it, but the 
Order was bad on its face. 

District Justice Goff said he would 
loox into the law about costs, and if 
he found that he was entitled to give 
them he would take that fact into con- 
sideration later if any convictions 
were made. 

Mr. Kealy—-You will never have a 
conviction under that Order, and you 
may take that from me. 

Messrs. Peter Woods and D. 
O'Hagan, who appeared for two milk 
vendors. did not ask for costs, and 
Mr. Kealy said his application for 
coats 2 only a formal one.

In these circumstances peoples 
of all nations, neutrals as well as belli- 
gerents, must prepare for a winter that 
will be fraught with distress. All over 
Europe transport and communications in 
general have been dislocated so badly that 
the problem of food und fuel distribution 
will present appalling difficulties. Even 
in our own little country this problem 
already has begun to assert itself in an 
acute form, and things are likely to become 
much worse before they are better. Ireland 
is so rich in certain foodstuffs that our 
people never will be likely to starve; but 
what can be said of the teeming millions 
on the Continent of Europe, many of 
whom already are on the brink of famine?

HE second anniversary of the opening 
of the war left London quite unper- 
turbed this morning. Everybody was 
carrying on business as usual, and there 
was little talk on the subject judging 
from the conversation in the trains and 
omnibuses. Even the vast sums being 
expended daily for national necessities 
appear to leave people undisturbed, and 
few seem to realise what the result must 
be of an expenditure which has never been 
equalled. People here are settling down 
to the expectation of a hard and difficult 
winter, but there are no signs of dis- 
couragement. Even though the night air- 
raid season may be at hand, public con- 
fidence is being displayed in the better 
arrangement made for safety and defence. 


New London 


The first plans for the new London that 


is to be built after the war are now 
taking shape in the Architects’ Depart- 
ment at the London County Council Hall, 


and they will soon be submitted to a 
meeting of the Council as indicating the 
lines on which reconstruction may be 
carried out in the bombed areas. Mean- 
while. a photographic survey of London 
is being made, and already three thousand 
pictures of places of historic and archi- 
tectural interest have been collected. 
Owing to the damage from raids, many 
new views of public buildings have been 
opened up, and these fill a portfolio of 
two hundred and fifty pictures. This will 
enable the citizen of the future to see what 
the places looked like before new blocks of 
buildings hid them from sight. 


Courtmartial 


Considerable interest is taken here in 
the courtmartia!] proceedings. which are 
to be opened at the Duke of York s head- 
quarters in Chelsea. to deal with the case 
of Sir Paul Latham. though verv few 
members of the public are likely to witness 
them.

FLOOR 
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CENTENARY OF THE 
“CORK EXAMINER” 


First published on August 30, 1841, 
the Cork Examiner has just celebrated 
its centenary.

PLEA FOR MORE 
WASTE PAPER 
IMPORTS OF PULP 

DECREASING 


The annual meeting of the Killeen 
Paper Mills, Ltd., was held yesterday 
in Dublin. Mr. D. McCullough, chair- 
man, referred to the difficulties 
experienced by the company in obtain- 
ing coal, oil, and engineering requisites, 
but said’ that employment had been 
maintained at its maximum. 

If the plant was to be kept in full 
production, stocks of fuel would have 
to be supplemented, and more waste 
paper obtained. Despite the increased 
prices, the collection of waste paper 
was far from satisfactory. Lessening 
pulp imports made this waste more 
and more important. Its collection 
should be a national duty, entirely out- 
side the question of monetary reward. 

Straw would be utilised, among other 
raw materials—additional plant was 
being installed for this purpose; the 
turnover was virtually the same as last 
year, although the gross profit had been 
reduced. The net profit on trading, 
after allowing for directors’ fees, 
depreciation, renewals, repairs, eic., 
amounted to £6,895. Added to the 
balance from last year’s accounts, and 
after appropriate deductions, the 
balance available for distribution was 
£7,541.

THE TRANSLATED 
PLAY 
MR. L. ROBINSON ON 


CONTINENTAL WORKS 


In the eleventh of his series of lec- 
tures, entitled ‘‘ Making a Play,’’ Mr. 
nox Robinson last night dealt 
with the problem of translating Con- 
tinental plays into local dialect, and 
whether it should be the business of 
the producer to improve them and 
adgey them to his audience. 

“I persist in recommending for 
production the works of certain Con- 
tinental writers,” said Mr. Robinson, 
“but, when my advice is taken, I 
begin to understand why my advice is 
so seldom followed. The play, as 
— on the stage, seems to be- 
ong to no society and to no coantry 
known to the civilised world. Foreign 
towns are mentioned, and the charac- 
ters speak of Paris, Madrid, Florence, 
but they do not loos, do not speak, 
like any French, Spaniards or Italians 
we have ever met. The result is 
characterless dialogue.” 

There was a brilliant exception to 
this generalisation. Granville-Barker, 
years ago in “ Anatol’’ showed what 
a translation might be. Those Con- 
tinental plays struggled to express 
themselves, scene succeeded scene 
with hardly a variation of pace, and 
every character expressed himself in 
equally plain English. In th: end 
we were driven to explain that only 
the theatre could translate the theatre. 
Before his lecture, Mr. Robinson 
dealt with stage designs in scenarios 
submitted by members of the 
audience, and Mr. U. Wright, for 
many years electrician at the Abbey 
Theatre, gave a demonstration on 


stage lighting.

ANGRY DEBATE AT 
CORPORATION

CLONMEL, Wednesday. 


PROPOSAL that the Ritz 
Cinema be prosecuted for open- 
ing on Sundays was moved at a 
meeting of Clonmel Corporation to-day 
by Councillor P. J. Condon, who said 
that, though the Corporation had re- 
fused to grant a Sunday licence, the 
Ritz people had flouted the authorities 
and insulted the religious feelings of 
their people by having Sunday opening. 
It was humiliating to think that any- 
one could come into the town and dic- 
tate to them how they should spend 
their Sunday evenings, nag the ex- 
poe ruling of the bishop and the 
ocal priests. 

Councillor Taylor, seconding the re- 
solution, said that the Ritz had thrown 
down a challenge to the bishop's rul- 
ing, and Councillor Jeremiah O’Brien 
described Councillor Condon’s proposal 
as reactionary. It was most necessary 
to have some place in the town on 
Sunday evenings where young people 
could go, he said. 

Councillor Grant said that it was 
better for young people to be there 
than out on the roads. 


RATES ISSUE 


Alderman T. A. Morris said that, 
though he and other members would 
like to defer to the Dean’s wishes, they 
also had to protect the ratepayers, and 
not take responsibility for involving 
them in a law suit that might mean a 
big addition to the rates. 

ouncillor John Fennessy said that 
he objected to the smug air with which 
certain members stood up and branded 
those who had supported Sunday 
cinemas. They were just as good 
Catholics as Councillor. Condon, but 
they did not go out and parade their 
Catholicity. The great majority of the 
people of the town had shown that 
they wanted Sunday pictures, and the 
Corporation should give them what 
they wanted, : 

Councillor P. J. Condon said 
that the cinema people first came to 
Clonmel, where they opened en Sun- 
days, and if tbey won there they 
would go on to Waterford and Lime- 
rick, 

Councillor W. Gavin said the 
Attorney-General had refused to pro- 
secute the Ritz for Sunday opening, 
and he did not see why the Corpora- 
tion should act as prosecutors. 

Councillor J. Morrissey said that he 
did not see why he should vote for 
putting the ratepayers to a couple of 
thousand pounds expense in a law 


case. 
PRINCIPLE 

Councillor Condon—Do not mind 
the couple of thousand pounds. Look 
at the principle that is at stake. I 
will not leave this thing drop; you 
fellows have not the courage to go 
ahead with it. I am especially re- 
ferring to some members of my own 
party, Fine Gael, to which I am 
ashamed to belong. Fianna Fail 
members held to their guns, as they 
were more or less in favour of Sunday 
cinemas. Now we have the Fine 
Gael Party turning over because they 
have not the courage to vote against 
the Fianna Fail Party, as they might 
want them afterwards for their own 
ends, and they are hiding behind the 
cover of expense. 

Alderman Morris. We are not talk- 
ing here as representatives of a party, 
but as representatives of the rate 
payers. Neither faith nor morals 
enters into this. 

Councillor Condon—Who ia the 
judge of that—the Bishop or you? 

Alderman Morris—The Bishops of 
Ireland are the judges, and they allow 
cinemas to open in cities and towns. 
It is ridiculous for you to be more 
Catholic than the Pope and casting 
aspersions on us that you could not 
cast on us. 

Councillor P, J. Condon’s proposi- 
tion was defeated by seventeen votes 
to two, and he and Councillor Taylor 
left the meeting as a protest. : 

A proposal by Alderman Burke that 
the advice of the Corporation golici- 
tor be obtained on the matter was also 
defeated.

THE THREAT TO 
INDIA 


GENERAL WAVELL’S 
CONFIDENCE 


Lord Linlithgow, Viceroy of India, 
speaking in a war anniversary broad- 
cast at Simla yesterday, said that both 
he and General 'Wavell, Commander-in- 
Chief of the British Forces in India, 
who also broadcast, stated: India faced 
‘‘a potential threat, not only from the 
west. but from the east.’’ 

Praising Russia’s resistance to the 
German. invasion, General Wavell said 
that Hitler had decided “to kill the 
goose which laid the golden eggs, 
but he failed to achieve the rapid 
collapse of the Soviet Union on which 
he counted. 

He added that soon Russia will have 
the assistance of Generals who have 
always served her  well—Generals 
‘‘ December,’ ‘‘January”’ and “' Feb- 
ruarv. 

The Viceroy said:—‘‘ There are 
among us some who would like to 
reap the harvest of victory without 
having put their, hands to the plough. 
Others there are who, for one reason 
or another, are not ashamed—though 
the nation stands in grave penl— 
to seek to divide the people, to weaken 
our war effort and to destroy con- 
fidence, but that is not the spirit of 
India. 

“Do not, I beg of you, let this 
insidious Fifth Column activity eat 
like dry rot into the fabric of your 
dletermination.”’ 

Giving thanks for American aid to 
the Allies, General Wavel!l said :— 
‘ The American Lease-Lend Bil! is the 
most generous of Acts It gives us 
unlimited access to the greatest work- 
shop in the world. 

“The United States, jointly with 
Great Britain, is taking steps to guard 
against threats of aggression in the 
Far East. The enemy is not yet 
defeated, but we've laid a firm founda- 
tion for his future defeat.’’—Associated 
Press. 


ANTHRACITE AND TURF 
POWER FOR G.S.R. LORRIES 
AND ’BUSES 


Lorries fitted with gas producer units 
have been in service with the Great 
Southern Railways’ road transport 
fleets for some twne past, and very 
soon the company will have in use at 
least a couple of ‘buses in their regular 
services. 

The preliminary experiments began 
a very long time ago, an Jrish Times 
reporter learned yesterday. A 24 to 3 
ton lorry, powered with a 6-cylinder 
27 horse-power engine, was fitted as far 
back as April last with a gas producer 
unit of the company’s own design, 
made in the Inchicore Works. This 
lorry has been in constant daily service 
on the roads since June, hauling full 
loads with quite satisfactory results. 
The producer is of the cross draught 
type, and the fuel used is selected Irish 
anthracite. 

Run on producer gas made from this 
fuel, the engine develops approximately 
60 per cent. of the horse-power whic 
it would normally develop on petrol. 
No abnormal wear of the engine has 
taken place. The amount of anthracite 
carried enables the lorry to run approx!- 
mately 200 miles on a single charge. 

The company has also had in service 
for several months a Ford V8 30 horse- 
power lorry, fitted with a ‘‘Cargas ' 
mobile producer unit, supplied by 
Messrs. Autocars, of Dublin. This 
lorry has also given good results in 
service. 

A producer gas trailer unit of the 
‘“‘Cargas’’ type has been purchased 
for use on one of the company’s ‘buses 
of veges ag, and with a seating 
capacity of 52. The unit is at present 
undergoing trials, and will soon be in 
service, 

In general the results indicate that 
well cleaned producer gas, made from 
either selected Irish anthracite or pro- 
br AS turf charcoal, will 
unction satisfactorily in petrol type 
engines with a loss in power of about 
40 per cent. and an appreciable reduc- 
tion in speed of transport. The resulte 
are sufficiently promising to warrant 
the company’s policy of gradual exten- 
sion of the producer system during the 
period of restricted petrol supplies,

THE NEW BANK 
CHARGES 


PROTESTS FROM 
VARIOUS BODIES 


The Committee of the Dublin branch 
of the Irish Commercial Travellers’ 
Federation have adopted a resolution 
protesting against the increased charges 
by the banks for keeping accounts. 

While agreeing that some revision 
might have been necessary, states the 
Federation, they were of opinion that 
the revision proposed would be an 
added hardship on the already 
harassed small trader, who found it 
difficult enough to meet the demands on 
him. The new charges were bound in 
some degree to affect commercial 
travellers, in so far that many of their 
customers might in future pay their 
accounts in cash, and they would be 
faced with the prospect of having to 
carry large amounts of loose cash, 
which is not advisable at any time. 

The Sligo Chamber of Commerce, at 
a special meeting, passed a resolution 
protesting against the proposed in- 
creased charges, which they regard as 
being most uncalled for and unreason- 
able. ‘‘ This is no time to add to the 
burden of unfortunate traders, who are 
already harassed in many directions 
and who are endeavouring to keep their 
staffs employed under very difficult 
conditions,”’ stated the resolution, 
which also urged the Government to 
take immediate action to prevent the 
banks putting the increase in force. 
At Navan Urban Council meeting, 
when a resolution of protest was 
adopted, the Chairman (Mr. P. Fitz- 
simons) suggested that the Council 
should send their protest to the Asso- 
ciation of Municipal Authorities, and 
have it put on the agenda of the 
annual congress, to be held this month. 
Carrickmacross Urban Council de- 
cided to convene a meeting of the 
business people of the town as a result 
of the proposed increased bank charges. 
The Chairman (Mr. P. Lonergan) made 
an appeal to all affected to take 
united action with the rest of Ireland 
to ** combat the unjust and uncalled-for 
demand ” of the banking institutions. 
Protests or resolutions were a mére 
waste of time. 

Mr. J. O’Brien—If my faith in the 
Government is right, they won’t allow 
the banks to rule them. 

Protests have also been made by 
Cork United Cattle Traders’ Associa- 
tion, Cork and Munster Vintners’ 
Association and Kilkenny Corporation. 


ITALIAN TANKER SAILS 


ANKABA, Wednesday.—The Italian

Tarvisio sailed from Chanak, the 
Turkish control station to-day towards 
the Aegean Sea. 
She made no attempt to pass through 
the Dardanelles. 
The Tarvisio has apparently decided 
not to. risk navigating the mined 
waters of the Straits without pilotage 
which the Turks had refused. 
Britain’s objection to her bein 
allowed to pass through to the Blac 
Sea led to a ‘‘ding-dong diplomatic

The charges, it was stated, arose out 
of three main incidents—an attempt to 
blow up the Gillabbey Rock War 
Memorial, which was damages: an 
attempt to biow np the Union Quay 
Station, and a raid on a Cork pawn 
office. When the men placed the 
bicycles, with saddle-bags full of 
gehgnite, against the gable of the 
Union Quay Station.. they attempted 
to ignite the fuses with the burning 
ends of cigarettes, while others 
concerned, surrounded the premises, 
armed with revolvers, with instructions 
to spray the windows and doors 
should anyone attempt to escape. 
They svcceeded in lighting only one 
of the fuses, but a member of the 
Guards, who happened to notice it in 
time, took the bicycle into the street. 
and courageously kicked the saddle- 
bag and its contents to pieces on the 
roadway before an explosion could 
occur. The other bicycle was thrown 
into the river. Prior to the attempt, 
Kenneally and Desmond went to 
McSweeney's house and collected seven 
revolvers. McSweeney appeared to 
have had custody of most of the arms 
and ammunition. 

Kenneally also admitted going into 
a pawn shop in Cork in April last with 
a loaded revolver and firing a shot 
which narrowly missed the proprietor. 
All of the men were of the working 
class type except Humphrey Murphy, 
who was a civil servant, employed in 
the Labour Exchange. A tenth man, 
who was not hefore the court, took a 
controlling and directing part in the 
operations. 


UNDERTAKINGS TO 


COURT 
Stating that his chent, Casev, had 
no intention of injuring anyone. and 
would sever his connection with the 


illegal organisation to which the men 
were attached. Mr. J. J. Devlin said 
that Casey had concerned himself with 
the incidents believing that they were 
a gesture against the fact that the 
country had heen truncated. 

Similar undertakings were civen by 
Mr. 8. Hooper on behalf of O'Regan. 
and Mr. T. Lenihan, T.D., on behalf 
of Humphrey Murphy. 

In a statement from tiie dock, 
Christopher Kenneally said that prior 
to the placing of the explosives at 
Union quay, he had heen asked to 
assemble two land mines for the 
purpose of hlowing up an old bac use. 
and he did not know until he was on 
his way to the police station that they 
then were to be used on that building. 
He had been used as a tool, and was 
prepared, he said, to sever his connec- 
tion with the illegal organisation. 
Although he was not yet twenty-one, 
he had served three vears Borstal! 
detention in England in connection 
with the activities of an _ illegal 
organisation.
